PRINTING TROUBLES 

VERY periodical and every publisher has 
Fees under peculiar difficulties during the 

last few months, and neither periodicals 
nor books have been issued invariably at their 
expected dates. The PusBLisHEeRS’ WEEKLY 
has been fortunate in having its printing done 
on the same floor with its editorial offices. 
We have had a loyal support from the com- 
positors and pressmen which has enabled us 
in a large degree to overcome the difficulties 
ensuing from general shortage of labor in the 
printing trade. The PupiisHers’ WEEKLY, 
except for special numbers involving addi- 
tiona! press work, has been issued promptly on 
Saturdays, tho of course the situation in the 
postofice with regard to second-class matter 
has not made the usual Monday morning de- 
livery possible. Those who used to receive it 
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on Monday morning are now usually opening 


it on Wednesday morning. The editors hope 
that the readers have realized the difficulties 
of the situation. 

In the week ending October 26th the diffi- 
culties have taken on an aggravated form. 
All printing in New York City has been 
affected. The press feeders have struck for 
a six dollar increase from the present scale 
of twenty-four dollars a week, and the press- 
men for forty-two dollars from thirty-one, 
and the matter has not yet been settled, altho 
the War Industries Board has it under ad- 
visement.

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ceipt of the issue will be within two days after 
the matter is settled. 
THE REGULATIONS 
HEN the government regulations for 
Vf general publishers were issued in 
August and printed in the PusBLisHERs’ 
WEEKLY of August 3Ist, it was expected that, 
after further comment and discussion, these 
would be issued in final form. The War In- 
dustries Board, however, has not issued any 
further instructions, and while there have been 
many inquiries from publishers who wish to 
know what further would develop, it can only 
be said that these tentative regulations might 
as well be taken as final, as far as the pub- 
lishers’ present planning is concerned. It 
seems quite unlikely that any changes will be 
made that are of fundamental importance. In 
the details as to the number of titles to be 
published, the character of the paper, wrapper 
and illustration work, the first statement 
should be used for making plans and in pur- 
chasing stock. The Board has undoubtedly 
had many comments from publishers, and 
it has made some rulings on doubtful 
points, but until further official word is re- 
ceived by the Publishers’ Committee from 
Mr. Donnelly, no full comment can be offered.

It 
will be a princely gift and it must be called 
for immediately on the heels of the largest 
loan ever floated by any government in all 
history. There will be pleas of poverty and 
of “all tied up in Liberty Bonds,” but the 
cause is great and purse strings will be 
loosened. Those who believe in the book 
must plead that cause with the others.

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BUSINESS OPENINGS FOR WOMEN 


The Topic at the October Meeting of the 
Women’s National Book Association 


The meeting of the Woman’s National Book 
Association held at the Sunwise Turn on the 
evening of October 17th was one of the most 
notable in the history of this organization. 
The subject of the evening was “Business 
Opportunities for Women,’ and _ Miss 
Dorothy Strauss, a brilliant young lawyer and 
one of the organizers of The League for 
Business Opportunities for Women was the 
chief speaker. She took up the whole prob- 
lem of women in business, past and present, 
and with a look to the future when recon- 
struction at the end of the war will once more 
change the social order and throw woman 
back upon herself. Her point of view was 
a broad, tho very definitely conceived one, 
and her talk produced discussions and argu- 
ments which lasted far into the evening. 

The other speaker, Miss Norma Castle of 
the Inter-Collegiate Bureau, summarized the 
report of that organization about the field of 
new and increased opportunities which have 
opened up for women during the last year. It 
was an interesting survey and a valuable com- 
plement to Miss Strauss’s talk. 

The Woman’s National Book Association is 
young, but it is growing (which is a proof 
of its good health), and besides it is attracting 
considerable attention. There were visitors 
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up to the number of members present at this 
meeting and only those who were there know 
how helpful were the discussions that arose 
when book-saleswomen, booksellers, publish 
ers and librarians gave forth their individual 
ideas about the best ways for increasing thé 
distribution of books. 


LECTURES ON CHILDREN’S 
BOOKS

LESSON V.—CONTEMPORARY FRENCH 
NOVELISTS 


“French literature, taken as a whole, over- 
tops in richness, artistic quality, and historical 
influence, all literatures since those of Greece 
und Rome.’—A History oF Frencu Lirtera- 
rurE BY C. H. Conrap Wricut (OxForp). 


N buying French novels, the average Amer- 
[ ican reader has but one guide, and that is 

the phrase, “Couronné par _ 1’Académie 
Francaise.” This is to him a stamp of ex- 
cellence. If a book is “Crowned by the 
French Academy” he takes for granted it is 
good. 
' There are similar phrases, like “Le Prix 
Goncourt,” or “Le Grand Prix de ia Littéra- 
ture,” which also give a sort of face value 
to a book, and it is of such novels, either 
prize-winners or best-sellers, that an Amer- 
ican’s French library usually consists. 

There are many great works in French 
literature that are not crowned nor given 
prizes. How is a foreign reader to become 
acquainted with these less celebrated works? 

French books are rarely reviewed in this 
country until they are translated into Eng- 
lish. Apart from Theodore Stanton’s peri- 
odic articles in the Dial on Literary Affairs 
in France, there is no French book news 
given regularly to the American public. The 
London Times Literary Supplement is the 
best paper for a bookseller to read in English 
to keep himself informed upon current French 
books. In this newspaper, one French book 
is reviewed at a time, and the reader is able 
to get a clear idea of its contents. In the 
Dial, accumulated French literary news is 
given in such quantity that the information 
must be sorted to remain distinct in the mem- 
ory. A French weekly letter in some one of 
our literary papers would be a great help to 
the bookseller and to the bookbuyer of to-day. 

The French Bookshop of the Schoenhof 
Book Company of Boston has recently estab- 
lished a little brochure called “Le Livre Con- 
temporain, which contains “tabloid reviews” 
of current French books, and other interest- 
ing items of literary information. This is the 
sort of help that is most needed by readers of 
French books at the present time. 

Nothing helps to sell a foreign book so 
much as an interesting bit of gossip about it, 
or some curious anecdote in its history. A 
story attached to the outside of a book helps 
more than anything else to sell the story with- 
in. The fact that “Marie Claire” was writ- 
ten by a dressmaker whose failing eyesight 
forced her to turn to literature for a living, 
was a fact that led many to read the book. 
As soon as President Roosevelt invited the 
Provencal poet, Mistral, to come to this coun- 
try, everybody tried to read Miréio. When 
the discussion arose as to Pierre Loti’s gram- 
matical slip in the title of his war book, La 
Hyéne Enragee, which some said should be 
“L’Hyéne Enragée,” impetus was given to 





the sale of the book. Happy is the book with 
a history, especially a foreign book, for it 
is usually more difficult to remember than 
a native book, and a noteworthy incident in 
its career helps to fix it in the memory. Book- 
sellers should make the most of these bits 
of literary gossip. 

In attempting to cover the field of French 
literature in a way that will be of the most 
expedient use to a bookseller to-day, we shall 
begin where the histories of French litera- 
ture usually leave off—with the writers who 
are not yet a part of literary history, altho 
they are an important part of current litera- 
ture.
